all of Midland. 
The explosion b lew off the roof 
and knocked out a wall of a 100 
b y 400 foot b uilding known as 
“Numb er 
414.” 
The 
b uilding 
houses Dow’s rub b er b ase paint 
process plant. 
Serv ice Crews Busy 
Service crews—not the regular 
employes— were working in the 
b uilding at the time. For this rea­ 
son company officials said they 
could not learn quickly how many 
men were at work there at the 
time of the b last, 11:25 a.m. 
Cause 
of

not 
determined. Every amb ulance in 
the city was called to the scene. 
^Im m ediately following the b last, 
a wall of flame shot up out of 
the shattered b uilding. Firemen 
reported at noon, however, that 
the fire was under control. 
Homes in a large area sur­ 
rounding the Dow' property were 
shaken b y the explosion, which 
was heard for miles around. W in­

Dowr Chemical Company offi­ 
cials said they did not yet know 
the cause of the explosion. 
The plant is “not too large,” 
they said, b ut could not give, off­ 
hand, the exact num b er of men 
employed in it.

producer of the NBC 
television 
network, said he is not conduct­ 
ing a crusade, but “just a little 
battle for decency .” 
Crime investigators in several 
states have named the 58-y ear- 
old Costello as an American un­ 
derworld boss. He has replied that 
he operates gambling enterprises 
only where they are legal. 
Shortly after he became a citi­ 
zen, Costello was indicted on a 
bootlegging charge, but the gov­ 
ernm ent dropped it after prohibi­ 
tion was repealed in 19 33. 
Montgomery ’s petition said Cos­ 
tello was a big-time bootlegger 
from 19 19 to 19 32, and paid no 
income tax es in those y ears on 
“a very substantial income.”

WASHINGTON. Feb. 16—</Pi— 
The slate department 
does 
not 
want congress to act now on pro­ 
posals looking toward an Atlantic 
u nion or a world federation, 
Depu ty Undersecretary of State 
Dean Ru sk and Assistant Secre­ 
tary John D. Hickerson made that 
clear in appearing before the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations committee 
Wednesday. • 
Ru sk said the department favors 
a stronger United Nations which 
wou ld inclu de 
Ru ssia—“bu t 
we 
don't favor calling a convention at 
this time.” 
He said the department right 
now is stu dying su ggested amend­ 
ments to the U. N. charter, design­ 
ed to strenghten the organization. 
Hickerson 
qu estioned 
whether 
the American people are ready to 
take part in a u nion scheme which 
lie said wou ld entail abandonment 
of national control over foreign 
policy, armed forces, imports, cu r­ 
rency, immigration and taxation. 
Su ch a u nion might bring weak­ 
ness instead of strength, Hickerson 
said. 
Door Alway s Open 
With Ru ssia, as u su al, in the 
forefront of the considerations of 
national and international secu rity, 
Ru sk gave renewed assu rance that 
“the door to negotiations is always 
open on ou r side.” 
He pointed ou t that matters at 
issu e between the Soviet Union 
and the United States cou ld be 
properly 
discu ssed 
throu gh 
the 
United Nations—“The hou se of a 
thou sand doors”—or throu gh the 
ordinary channels of diplomacy. 
He said, however, that the Unit­ 
ed States is not willing to “sit 
down in a corner 
with 
another 
great pow er” and try to reach de­ 
cisions which affect the basic in­ 
terests of other governments or 
peoples. 
The Senate committee has be­ 
fore it a nu m ber of resolu tions 
aimed at providing some form of 
international machinery 
to 
keep 
world peace. One of the proposals 
calls u pon the President to su m ­ 
mon a convention of the Atlantic 
powers to consider the possibility 
of a u nion; another calls for a 
world federation as the main ob­ 
jective of U. S. foreign policy.

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—The new 1950 Re­ 
pu blican platfo rm is the best thing o f its kind 
the GOP has do ne y et. It is far and away 
better than the 1946 midterm platfo rm, which 
said no thing . In many way s this 1950 jo b is 
ev en better than the 1948 platfo rm it was in­ 
tended to su pplement. Bu t it still has a big 
helping o f po litical applesau ce, which is o nly 
to be ex pected in any partisan do cu ment. 
The GOP 1948 platfo rm pu t its fo reig n po licy 
planks last. The new do cu ment pu ts them first. 
The Repu blicans no w define and say they 
are fo r what mig ht be called a no npartisan o r 
bipartisan fo reig n po licy , witho u t u sing tho se 
adjectiv es. The GOP platfo rm calls it a “u nited 
American fo reig n po licy .” The Repu blicans also 
say they are fo r the United Natio ns, the inter- 
American sy stem and the No rth Atlantic pacts. 
In these respects they ’re ju st like the Demo crats. 
Bu t o n fo reig n aid, the Repu blicans seem to 
be writing a new ticket. Their new platfo rm 
say s they will be fo r aid to natio ns fig hting 
co mmu nism o nly o n fiv e co nditio ns: 1—If it 
is essential to U. S. secu rity . 2—If the American 
eco no my can affo rd it. 3-—If it will be effectiv e. 
4—If the aided natio n can’t su pply itself. 5—If 
there is a pro g ram fo r pro g ressiv e redu ctio n. 
Apply “Ifs” to Na tio na list China 
Ho w any Repu blican member o f Co ng ress 
will be able to ju stify fu rther aid to Natio nalist 
China o n the basis o f tho se fiv e “ifs” will be 
so mething to see. And the Tru man administra­ 
tio n’s refu sal to aid Natio nalist China is the 
o ne fo reig n po licy issu e which the Repu blicans 
hav e been beating the Demo crats o v er the head 
with hardest. 
The Repu blicans also seem to be backing 
away fro m their 1948 platfo rm planks o n fo reig n 
trade po licy . Two y ears ag o the GOP came o u t 
in su ppo rt o f recipro cal trade ag reements. The 
new platfo rm dig s u p the o ld “Repu blican 
principle that fo reig n pro du cts o f u nder-paid 
fo reig n labo r shall no t be admitted to this 
co u ntry o n terms which imperil the liv ing 
standards o f the American wo rkman o r the 
American farmer, o r threaten serio u s inju ry 
to a do mestic indu stry ” 
The do mestic part o f the GOP platfo rm o u t­ 
lines 23 main planks u nder sev en different 
heading s: The natio nal eco no my , ag ricu ltu re, 
labo r, civ il rig hts, so cial secu rity , v eterans and 
lo y alty . 
On a nu mber o f these po ints, Repu blicans 
seem to line rig ht u p with Demo crats. The 
av erag e v o ter wo n’t be able to tell ’em apart. 
Thu s the new GOP platfo rm calls fo r strict 
enfo rcement o f anti-tru st laws, so il co nserv a­ 
tio n, farm research, dev elo pment o f family ­ 
sized farms, ex pansio n o f animal ag ricu ltu re, 
pro mo tio n o f ru ral electrificatio n, ex panded 
so cial secu rity and bro ad civ il rig hts.

While the Demo crats no w seem inclined to 
tig hten u p o n waste in v eterans’ benefit pay ­ 
ments, the new Repu blican platfo rm makes an 
o pen bid fo r v et su ppo rt by backing u p all 
their claims. 
In calling fo r rev isio n o f the g o v ernment 
lo y alty pro g ram, the Repu blicans to u ch the 
Demo crats o n a sensitiv e spo t. Bu t it is do u btfu l 
if the present FBI secu rity check co u ld be made 
mu ch to u g her, and ano ther $20,000,000 o r so 
spent in rescreening all g o v ernment emplo y es 
wo u ld pro bably no t pro du ce mu ch o f any thing 
wo rth the co st.

NEW YORK, Feb. 16-(/P)— 


Robert 
Montgomery, film actor 


and raido commentator, has ask- 
ed the government to revoke the 
U. S. citizenship of gambler Frank 
Costello, a native of Italy. 


Montgomery 
contends Costello 


was a bootlegger for years before 
he besame a citizen in 1925. 


Montgomery declared in a fed- 


eral court affidavit yesterday that 
Costello committed fraud when he 
sworo during 
citizenship proc- 


ceedings that he 
%vas a person 


"of good moral character." 


Costello, speaking 
through a 


lawyer, said: 


"In 
obtaining 
citizenship in 


1925, 
I committed no fraud. My 


naturalization 
proceedings 
were 


started in 
1923—27 years ago. 


This recent attack on me is a 
cheap, hammy stunt by a former 
movie actor turned bad radio 
commentator 
who is evidently 


desperately in need of publicity." 


Montgomery's 
affidavit 
asked 


U. S. Attorney Irving H. Saypol 
to begin proceedings to' revoke 
Costello's citizenship. If the re- 
vocation is ordered, deporaation 
proceedings 
could 
be 
started 


against the gambler. 
No Comment 


Saypol was out of the city, and 


his office had no comment. 


Montgomery said he was act- 


ing "as a private citizen inter- 
ested in the welfare of the U.S." 
He said that as a radio commeh- 
tator he had attacked Costello. 


The actor, now an executive 


producer of the NBC television 
network, said he is not conduct- 
ing a crusade, but "just a little 
battle for decency." 


.Crime investigators in several 


states have named the 58-year- 
old Costello as an American un- 
derworld boss. He has replied that 
he operates gambling enterprises 
only where they are legal. 


Shortly after he became a citi- 


zen, Costello was indicted' on "a 
bootlegging charge, but the gov- 
ernment dropped it after prohibi- 
tion was repealed in 1933. 


Montgomery's petition said Cos- 


tello wrs a big-time bootlegger 
from 1919 to 1932, and paid no 
income taxes in those years on 
"a very substantial income."

union or a world federation. 


Deputy Undersecretary of State 


Dean Husk and Assistant Secre- 
tary John D. Hickerson made that 
clear in appearing before the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations committee 
Wednesday. . 


Rusk said the department favors 


a stronger United Nations which 
would include Russia—"but 
we 


don't favor calling a convention at 
this time." 


He said the department right 


now is studying suggested amend- 
ments to the U. N. charter, design- 
ed to strcnghten the organization. 


Hickerson 
questioned 
whether 


the American people are ready to 
take part in a union scheme which 
he said would entail abandonment 
of national control over foreign 
policy, armed forces, imports, cur- 
rency, immigration and taxation. 


Such a union might bring weak- 


ness instead of strength, Hickerson 
said. 


Door Always Open 


With Russia, as usual, in the 


forefront of the considerations oJ 
national and international security 
Rusk gave renewed assurance thai 
"the door to negotiations is always 
open on our side." 


He pointed out that matters at 


issue between the Soviet Union 
and the United States could be 
properly discussed 
through the 


United Nations—"The house of a 
thousand doors"—or through the 
ordinary channels of diplomacy. 


He said, however, that the Unit- 


ed States is not willing to "sit 
down in a corner 
with 
anothei 


great power" and try to reach de- 
cisions which affect the basic in- 
terests of other governments or 
peoples. 


The Senate committee has be- 


fore it a number of resolutions 
aimed at providing some form of 
international machinery 
to keep 


world peace. One of the proposals 
calls upon the President to sum- 
mon a convention of the Atlantic 
powers to consider the possibility 
of a union; another calls for a 
world federation as the main ob- 
jective of U. S. foreign poKcy.

The governor said, "x x x I am 


convinced that the effect of these 
bills would create delay, cause 
costly litigation and hamper the 
work of established administra- 
tive, bodies and tribunals." 


In addition, he said, they might 


endanger the state's right to -re- 
ceive federal aid grants. 


He said all of the bills should 


be 
restudied, 
especially 
since 


they 
apparently 
were 
passed 


| without 
careful 
consideration. 
| The bills were sponsored by the 
administrative procedure commit- 
tee of the Missouri bar. But since 
their passage, the governor said, 
their sponsors had decided they 
were not good bills and should 
be vetoed. 


The different agencies affected 


also were unanimously against 
them, he said in his veto'message.

have required' all the trappings 
of a formal court hearing in or- 
der to prosecute small claims for 
relief, old age assistance or un- 
employment compensation. Serv-

ple and most lawyers are not in- 
terested in such small cases.

courts the right to hear new 
evidence in cases appealed from 
administrative 
agencies.

present law, a court review is 
limited to the evidence presented 
before the administrative bodies. 


The effect of this, the gover- 


nor said, would be to take away 
the 
power 
of 
administrative 


agencies and encumber the courts 
endlessly. 


At the same time, he said, it 


might jeopardize the state's right 
to receive federal grants for old 
age assistance and aid to de- 
pendent children. This is because 
federal law requires that individ- 
uals have the right of a fair 
hearing before the slate agency 
administering the funds.

Surplus Whey and Wherefore 


USDA Pnls Buttermilk in the Ice Cream and 
Soy Beans in Meringue to Spur More Eating

WASHINGTON - (NEA) -In 


their zeal to expand the Ameri- 
can waistline by devising insidi- 
ous ways to get citizens to take 
aboard more farm products, the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
test tube boys arc doing their best 
work these days in ice cream and 
potatoes. 


It's hard enough for the calorie- 


counter to pass up dessert. 
So 


they've made it even tougher by 
devising an icecream that is much 
"smoother and more delicious" 
than 
the regular 
product. It's 


made of sweet-cream buttermilk 
instead of the usual concentrated 
skim milk. 


Just to make sure that com- 


panies start making ice cream 
with this new base/they invented 
a special manufacturing process 
for sweetened condensed butter- 
milk. 


For the past 20 years, every 


time a scientist has gotten within 
10 feet of a soy bean, he 
has 


found a new use for it. They're 
still at it. And in the ice cream 
department, too. 


Latest soy bean 
offspring 
is 


called "gclsoy." When put in ice 
cream mix, it gives the batch 
super whipping properties, with 
the final product more tantaliz- 
ing to the taste. 


Gelsoy also has been proven 


excellent for scaling cork or paper 
to metal, for preparing gummed 
paper and as a foaming agent in 
fire - extinguishing 
preparations. 


And it makes such meringue as 
you've never seen before. 


Then there is "whey," which 


is usually left over 
when you 


make cheese. It's cither fed to 
the pigs or thrown away. 
That 


is, it was until the scientists dis- 
covered last year that whey, in- 
stead of milk in sherbet, makes it 
"smoother and more refreshing in 
taste." 


If the potato had never found 


its way here from South America 
centuries ago, Agriculture officials 
would probably be much happier 
today. But since they are forced 
to live with potatoes in excess 
quantities, there's lit'.le else but 
•,o try foisting them on the Amer- 
ican public in every way possible. 


Now potato puffs, a new prod- 


uct with commercial possibilities, 
have been developed. The pota- 
toes are diced and boiled in a salt 
solution, then agitated by a stream 
. of hot air for a few minutes, after 
which they puff and become crisp 
and light brown. "They can be 
eaten straight, used as croutons, 
or 
as an 
ingredient in other 


foods," says the USDA. 


The scientists have devised a 


way to sort out the most nourish- 
ing potatoes by putting them in a 
salt water solution. The ones that 
sink arc the best for baking. This 
sink-or-swim process also isolated 
the eight best varieties for pota- 
to chip manufacturing, which uses

Democratic Campaign Dollars 
May Make Party Too Fat 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON.—The big Democratic dinner 


in Washington tonight contrasts iharply with 
the Republican box supper ten. days ago. It will 
be the biggest banquet in the history of the 
•world—even bigger than the banquet once given 
to Julius Caesar. If the Democrats are smart, 
however, the contrasts will be a red flag of 
warning. 


The Democratic dinner costs $100 'per plate— 


not a bad idea to raise political money. But 
what's happening is that the fat-cats who once 
backed up the Republicans now flock to the 
Democrats, for a very simple reason: the Demo- 
crats have power. 


In other words, included among the guests 


tonight will be a few who have income-tax 
cases to fix, who want to get a government 
contract, who seek to influence White House 
policy or are angling for an airline franchise. 
Two tables seating ten guests each cost $2,000 
—and sometimes the investment is worth it. 


It used to be that the big-money boys flocked 


to the Republicans, but—except for the very 
faithful—a lot are now switching to the Demo- 
crats.

But the danger to the Democrats is that when

made a big killing after the war when he bought 
surplus planes from the British in China, turned 
round and sold them to the Chinese. Since 
Pawley made the deal outside the U.S.A., it was 
tax free—so he raked in a handsome profit. 


More recently, Pawley has been pulling wires 


to help the Nationalist Chinese to whom he sold 
these planes. A good Democrat, high in party 
councils, his expensive four tables at the Wal- 
dorf dinner may have had no business motive.

Coming to this country from Poland as a boy,

tions in the country—Texas Oil. J. S. Bache of 
Wall Street, Remington-Rand, Philip Morris and 
Lever Brothers. But he has a heart o£,gold and 
never is too busy to help out the nonpaying 
little fellow. 


Though he takes good care of his clients, ' 


he is brutally frank in talking about himself, 
and once explained his high stiff collar and 
tight-fitting coat this way: "I chose my clothes 
because I knew that wherever I went, people 
would say, 'Who in God's name is that?' 


"I don't care what they say about me," adds 


Sonnenberg, "just so they remember me." It 
isn't the clothes that make the man, however. 
It's the^fact that he delivers. 
New Democratic Senator 
A quarrel over the gravy train is about all 


that's holding up the adding of a new Senator 
to the Democratic party. 


Lusty "Wild Bill" Langer, one of the few, 


old-time Bull Moosers left in politics, is plan- 
ning to pull up stakes and leave the Republican 
party. The only hitch is that Dave Kelly, the 
North Dakota Democratic national committee- 
man, does not want to split' the Democratic 
patronage with Senator Langer. Hitherto he has 
had the distribution of all Democratic jobs in 
North Dakota.

New GOP Platform Has More 
To Say Than '46 Edition Did

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—The new 1950 Re- 


publican platform is the best thing of its kind 
the GOP has done yet. It is far and away 
better than the 1946 midterm platform, which 
said nothing. In many ways this 1950 job is 
even better than the 1948 platform it was in- 
tended to supplement. But it still has a big 
helping of political applesauce, which is only 
to be expected in any partisan document. 


The GOP 1948 platform put its foreign policy 


planks last. The new document puts them first. 


The Republicans now define and say they 


are for what might be called a nonpartisan or 
bipartisan foreign policy, without using those 
adjectives. The GOP platform calls it a "united 
American foreign policy." The Republicans also 
say they are for the United Nations, the inter- 
American system and the North Atlantic pacts. 
In these respects they're just like the Democrats. 


But on foreign aid, the Republicans seem'to 


be writing a new ticket. Their new platform 
says they will be for aid to nations fighting 
communism only on five conditions: 1—If it 
is essential to U. S. security. 2—If the American 
economy can afford it. 3—If it will be effective. 
4—If the aided nation can't supply itself. 5—K 
there is a program for progressive reduction. 
Apply "Ifs" to Nationalist China 
How any Republican member of Congress 


will be abje to justify further aid to Nationalist 
China on the basis of those five "ifs" will be 
something to see. And the Truman administra- 
tion's refusal to aid Nationalist China is the 
one foreign policy issue which the Republicans 
have been beating the Democrats over the head 
with hardest. 


The Republicans also seem to be backing 


away from their 1948 platform planks on foreign 
trade policy. Two years ago the GOP came out 
in support of reciprocal trade agreements. The 
new platform digs up the old "Republican 
principle that foreign products of under-paid 
foreign labor shall not be admitted to this 
country on terms which imperil the living 
standards of the American workman or the 
American farmer, or threaten serious injury 
to a domestic industry." 


The domestic part of the GOP platform out- 


lines 23 main planks under seven different 
headings: The national econozny, agriculture, 
labor, civil rights, social security, veterans and 
loyalty. 


On a number of these points, Republicans 


seem to line right up with Democrats. The 
average voter won't be able to tell 'em apart. 
Thus the new GOP platform calls for strict 
enforcement of anti-trust laws, soil conserva- 
tion, farm research, development of family- 
sized farms, expansion of animal agriculture, 
promotion of rural electrification, expanded 
social security and broad civil rights.
